Mr. Redmond 
declares that voluntary recruiting is not 
dead—that six thousand men have gone 
to the Colours in Ireland since the rebel- 
lion, Six thousand men in five months 
to supply the casualties of more than fifty 
battalions which, during those five 
months, have been through the thick of 
some of the bloodiest engagements in the 
whole history of wrr! The figure will 
make thousands of loyal Irishmen blush 
with shame. 

It is quite possible that the Nationalist 
Party may succeed in preyenting the ap- 
plication of the Military Service Act to 
Ireland. . We must remember that for 
the War Office this question is purely a 
military question. Considerations of Ire- 
land's honour and _ Ireland’s political 
future will not enter into its settlement. 


Pit Mr. Redmond and his party, backed 


on this one issue by all the disaffected 
elements in Ireland, are able to persuade 
the Government that conscription would 
mean the sending of more soldiers into 
Ireland than it would get from Ireland, 
it isprobable that conscription will not 
be. enforced. We think that the 
Government will make a: lamentable 
mistake if it allows itself to be coerced 
by Mr. Redmond, but we cannot ignore 
the possibility of the thistake, If Mr. 
Redmond wins this fatal victory, he will 
win it at the cost of Ireland's honour, of 
the safety of her sons in the field, of her 
friendship with England, of all prospects 
of the success of the cause which is at 
this moment, as he admits, in a state of 
“touch and go.” Mr. Redmond says that 
the demand for conscription in Ireland is 
part of a political intrigue to discredit 
Homie Rule. He does a grave injustice to 
Irish Unionists. If their motives in 
this matter were merely political, 
they would rejoice at the present 
complete breakdown of Nationalist 
statesmanship. At this moment Mr, 
Redmond is leading the Home Rule cause 
straight to destruction. If Irish Union- 
ists were nothing more than politicians, 
they would speed him down the slope with 
ili-concealed delight. They are Irishmen 
first, however, and they refuse to buy 
political victory at the, cost of their 
country’s fame and honour. We ask once 
more—we ask with a heavier heart: than 
ever after Mr. Redmond's speech—what 
is to be the fate of our Irish regiments, 
of our national traditions of brotherhood 
and chivalry, of our reputation in the 
eyes of embattled Europe? Nine months 
ago Mr. Redmond said in the House of 
Commons that he would accept conscrip- 
tion if he became convinced that it was 
“necessary to, the very life of the country. ' 
How much conviction does he need? What 
will convince him if the indignation of 
the whole British democracy, the yawning 
gaps in the Irish regiments, and the com- 
plete failure of recruiting in Ireland do 
not even inspire him with a passionate ap-

Japan and America. 


The Marquis Okuma s resignation of the 
Japanese Premiership and the appoint- 
ment of Marshal Terauchi as his successor 
foreshadow some difficulty in the relations 
between Japan and the United States.

The lease of thé Metal Bridge, and also 
that of the Liffey ferries, expired at the 
end of September, and the Dublin Cor- 
poration does not intend “to renew them. 
When the Corporation resumes possession 
of the Metal Bridge it may open .it to 
the public free of toll. As to the ferries, 
there is talk of the institution of a service 
of petrol launches, not only at the present 
ferry crossings, but also up and down the 
river, Everybody who has been to Paris 
has enjoyed the cheap and pleasant trips 
on the Seine by the handy little vessels 
which make their zig-zag way up and 
down the river through the city, calling 
at landings first on ona side and then 
at the other. It would be pleasant to 
think that we were going to have in Dublin 
a service which would fill the same offices 
of pleasure and usefulness, An alter- 
native to the quay way from Butt Bridge 
to the North Wall on the one side, and 
to the dreary line of Brunswick street to 
Ringsend on the other, wguld be .ap- 
preciated by many persons whose busi- 
ness takes them in either direction. We 
must, alas! give up the idea that a river 
service on the Liffey can give us any 
delights to compare with those of the 
Seine, so long as our quays are so. ugly, 
Such a service might become the 
popular way of. getting to the Phoenix 
Park—when there was enough water in the 
channel—but the banks ofthe lower 
Liffey at present are not designed to give 
visitors a good impression of Dublin.

OMAR KHRYYAM. — 
The works of Omar 
astronomer-poet of Persia, have alwa 
been extremely popular in the East, and, 
in consequence, the versions of his poems 
are very numerous. It is curious that 
there is no such thing as a received text 
of his extant, and that the nume- 
rous tions of his quatrains differ ve 
considerably from one another. The col- 
lection translated by Edward Fitzgerald 
contains only 101 stanzas, or quatrains, 
while that of Dr. Pollen contains 158, 
and there are very few quatrains common 
to both collections. Fitzgerald seems to 
have done much more than translate the 
uatrains: he pears to have edi 
and savunank taeik: oa wh to give an 
a ance of unity and coherence.

EDENDERRY FARMER’S CLAIM, 


Dublin, Mrs. Mary Lacy, iry 

neskill, Edenderry, sought to recover hos. 
Clarke, dairyman, 80 Upper Church street, Dublin, 
the sum of £6 12s. 6d., of which £2 120, 6d. was 
for milk suppli and £4 for the trover and de- 
tention of two milk cans, 

Mr. Jno. H. Callan was soliciter for the com- 
plainant. Her case was that the milk had been 
sent refrigerated from her farm. at Edenderry. 
where the cows. were milked at eight o'clocx in 
the morning. The defendant said that one of the 
two unreturned cans had been lost at the Broad- 
stone in the rebellion. 

Answering Mr. Gerald Byrne, jar., who defended 
Clarke, Mrs. Lacy admitted that.the defendant 
complained that he had lost customers through 
the milk being sour. She added that Clarke was, 
however, glad to retain the milk. 

The defendant told the Recorder that he had had 
to churn the milk, as. he could not send it ont to 
his customets. He then got 24d. a quart for 3 
in. Church street, whereas he would otherwise [ave 
received 7d. a quart. He returaed the milk 


Cross-examined by Mr. Callan, Clarke said that 
you could not get much butter from fifteen gallons 
of milk. “The railway company would not give 
receipts for the cans. : 

The Recorder was satisfied that the full price 
should not be charged, as sour milk was not worth 
sevenpence @ gallon. He took 12/6 off the 
account, and gave a decree far £2 The defendant 
was nob responsible for the cans, as he had de- 
livered them to the railway station.

Let every farmer have sufficient at 
least for his own purposes, and let those who 
have land suitable grow wheat for sale. Surely 
no one can grumble at present prices. Winter 
oats should be sown during the month of 


October. 
DISEASE IN SOUTH KERRY. 

Potatoes are ae extensively in the 
South Kerry district. n boglands there is 
little or no disease noticeable, but in other 
places it has made great inroads. The pota- 
toes were generally of a large «size. The 
weather has been rainy of late, and this has to 


a great extent accelerated the spread of the 
disease.

MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


LADIES’ UNION. 

The annual meeting of the Hibernian Church 
Missionary Society Ladies’ Union was held yes- 
terday afternoon in the Gregg Memorial Hail, 
Dublin. 

The Dean of Connor, who presided, said he 
thought he might say from a perusal of the 
report that this Ladies’ Union was, on the 
whole, in a very flourishing condition. Some 
£578 had been raised during the year, and the 
Union was in the happy position of supporting 
five missionaries. Still more might be done. 
Some dioceses had done fairly well, some had 
done poorly, and one or two of them had done 
well. He called special attention to the work 
of the Union carried on in the diocese of 
Clogher. That was the only diocese that had 
reached three figures in its contributions to the 
funds, and he offered his congratulations to 
the ladies of that diocese for the success that 
had attended their work. (Hear, hear.) He 
believed the reason of the success in that 
diocese might be expressed in the word organisa~- 
tion.. They carried out the work through the 
rural deaneries, and that plan might with ad- 
vantage be adopted in other dioceses. The ob- 
ject of the Union was to arouse in the hearts 
of. Christian women a deeper interest in the 
spread of Christ’s gospel throughout the world. 
The war had shown them that two things were 
essential to success. The first was earnestness 
and enthusiasm, and the second was organisa- 
tion. There was uo difficulty in finding in the 
Church of Ireland women who were really in- 
tereatdd in missionary work, but if they were to 
succeed, and if their work was to be really 
efficient, then it must be organised work. This 
was just where the Ladies’ Union stepped in 
and supplied the very thing that was wanted. 
It provided the organisation, it united women 
who were really enthusiastic, directing their 
effort and controlling their energies to one 
definite end, the organised spread of a know- 
ledge of the gospel of Jesus Christ. The 
Ladies’ Union now supported five missionaries, 
and he thought it would be a worthy object 
to set before the members to support not five, 
but ten, missionaries. (Applause.). 

Miss E. M. B. Hollwey, hon. secretary, read 
the seventeenth annual report, which gave de- 
taila of the work carried ou by the Union. It 
also stated that the income for the year was 
£578 4s. 3d., compared with £509 14s. 7d. in 
the previous year. The Committee thought 
they were justified in asking the Ladies’ Union 
to undertake the support of an additional mis 
sionary. They asked for the loyal co-operation 
of all members to make this possible for the 


y te come. 

"The Chairman thought the meeting and the 
Union should be congretulated on the appoint- 
ment of their new hon. secretary, Miss Hollwey. 
(Applause.)
